not what it ought and could be mads to 
do, if proper attention n as paid to hy- 
genic laws by individuals aud the au- 
thorities who have tho public health in 
charge. It will be seen in referring to 
the tnblesr-that four hundred and eighty 
(480), deaths occnried in lha city of 
Oakland ihiving the year 187S, of tins, 
two hundred and seventy-one (271), 
were males, twohnodred and nine (209), 
vere females, a difference of sixty-two 
(62), in sex. In this Dumber of 480 two 
hundred and forty-one (241), were child- 
ren under ten (10), years of age, and of 
the whole number (480), two hundred 
and tliirty-four (234), weie born in Oak- 
land and California. 
One-half of ail the 


deaths weie children under ten (10) 
years of age, and one-fourth of all tho 
deaths were children under one (1), 
year of age. By the table? there are two 
periods of life which show a much 
greater mortality, that under five (5), 
•nd that between twenty (20), and forty 
(40), years, these periods combined, 
make atotnlof twenty-five (25), jeais, 
showing three hundred and seven (307), 
deaths. 


To zymotic onuses one hundied and 


thirty-two (132), deaths arc chargeable; 
of these tho moat important are scarla- 
tina, (14); diphtheria, (40) ; typhoid 
fever, (13) ; cholfra infnntum, (20) ; 
whooping cough, (7); croup, (6), cly&en- 
tery (4) ; and diarrhoea, (3). 


In constitutional disease eighty-three 


(83) deaths occurred, and the principle 
cause* were cancer (10) and consump- 
tion (53), the latter disease being 11,5 
per cent to the total mortality. 


In the Class Local, there wpie otiu 


hundred and forty-eight (148) death» — 
of these the principle causes were men- 
ingitis (18), convulsions (16), bronchi- 
tis (21), Pneumonia (14), and disease of 
the heart (15). 


In Developmental ihseises, flfty-thiee 


(53) deaths are recorded—still born 
twenty-three (23), mid asthenia 01 de- 
bility eleven (11), the other onuses were 
not unusual in number—or the deaths 
thereby. 


Deaths by Violence were forty (40), 


of those twenty-three (23) were ordinary 
cansualties, but large in number, and 
five (5) suicides. 


Epidemical influences prevailed more 


or less daring tha entire year, which 
largely increased the mortality, much of 
which deems to have been unavoidable 
under the present sanitary condition of 
the city. 
With proper care, 
many 


deaths which occurred from pulmonajy 
troubles could mndonbtedly been pre- 
vented, which, with tha large Hit of 
casualties would have lessened the grand 
total per centage of deaths, and showed 
the city to be one of the most healthful 
in the country.
